Retired Nippo nese Admira l 
Sa y s Tha t America Is Un­ 
a ble to Ha v e Co nfidence 
in U. S. Na v y . 


To ky o , Feb. 28 (ZP)—A leading 
Jap anese nav al autho rity assert­ 
ed to day that “America is unable 
to have any thing like co nfidence 
in her navy ’s ability to co p e with 
Jap an” because Jap an has de­ 


feated the United States in naval 
building. 
The autho rity , Rear Admiral 
To ta Ishimaru, retired, co nsid­ 
ered o ne o f Jap an’s fo remo st 
co mmentato rs o n naval affairs, 
made this analy sis o f the sea 
p o wer o f the two co untries in a 
new magazine article. 
The Jap anese navy , he said, is 
sup erio r in quality to the United 
States fleet no w. He added that 
Jap an has no need to fear a na­ 
val building race. 
A naval war, the retired admir­ 
al said, wo uld be dangero us to 
Jap an o nly if Great Britain were 
able to enlist bo th the United 
States and Russia in such a co n­ 
flict. 
Citing what he termed the les­ 
so ns o f p revio us building races, 
Ishimaru declared that a p o o rer 
Germany o utlasted a wealthier 
England befo re the Wo rld War 
and that Jap an was “far fro m 
the lo ser” against the United 
States. 
'In co mp etitio n with Jap an,” 
he wro te, “the United States was 
financially harassed. It has been 
disco vered that Jap an was far 
fro m being the lo ser. 
‘The Jap anese navy ’s qualita­ 
tive efficiency is sup erio r to 
America’s to such an ex tent that 
America is unable to have any ­ 
thing like, co nfidence in her na­ 
vy ’s ability to co p e with Jap an.” 
Ishimaru co ncluded that a na­ 
val building race was inevitable, 
and added significantly : “Desp ite 
the (Jap anese) fo reign o ffice’s 
denial that Jap an is building 43,- 
000 to n cap ital ship s, the race al­ 
ready has started. Since Britain 
is rearming, America must take 
necessary step s to keep her navy 
o n equal terms. Jap an, to o , will 
be fo irced to p articip ate.” 
Discussing strategic p hases o f 
a p o ssible Pacific o cean war, the 
naval writer do ubted that the 
United States and England wo uld 
be able to co o p erate efficiently . 
Mathematically , he said, Ameri­ 
ca’s Pacific fleet co mbined with 
Britain’s Asiatic fleet “wo uld de­ 
cisively o verwhelm Jap an.”

Most individuals envisage the social security 
act as concerned with old age insurance and 
unemployment compensation alone. They forget 
that the act is an omnib us measure and that it 
also makes provision for pensions for the aged 
needy, something entirely apart from old age 
insurance, as well as for care of the needy b lind 
and dependent children; that it shoulders the 
administration costs of the state unemployment 
commissions on the Federal Government, giving 
the latter a measure of control over state ad­ 
ministration. 
There has b een an amazing naiveness ab out 
the whole setup, particularly the operation of 
the fiscal system b y which receipts from the fed­ 
eral taxes levied are not earmarked for any spe­ 
cific outlay. They go into the government’s gen­ 
eral funds out of which authorized appropria­ 
tions are made for old age insurance, old age 


same purpose and b y the same process, are the 
state unemployment compensation funds depos­ 
ited with the Federal Treasury. At the close of 
the last fiscal year last June 30 these were a little 
under $295,000,000. They had risen many millions 
b eyond that figure b efore the first of the pres­ 
ent calendar year, when unemployment compen­ 
sation payments b ecame effective in 21 states. 
While withdrawals for these payments are b eing 
made, however, the government will b e receiving 
new deposits from the states in larger volume 
than ever b ecause of the higher rate now prej 
vailing.

So in effect the 
government is b etter off b y that amount in avail­ 
ab le cash forvits current expenses than it would 
otherwise have b een. 
At government disposal in addition, for the 


dais at the helm of the AFL have protested tha 
they were getting something less than a square 
deal from this quasi-judicial agency. 
Lab or relations, to b e effectively estab lished, 
cannot b e one-sided. They must reflect fairness 
and equality to all divisions of the economic or­ 
der They cannot, in justice to b usiness and in­ 
dustry as a wliole, b e characterized b y an ex 
parte attitude favoring one segment at the ex­ 
pense of another.

In urging that voluntary agreements and ar­ 
b itration awards b e made enforceab le b y law and 
in setting forth a b road program of revision in 
the interest of industrial equity, the President’s 
advisory council shows a surprising willingness 
to face the facts. Fair-minded lab or leaders will 
endorse these proposed remedies for, in the .long 
run, lab or itself cannot hope to b enefit b y dis­ 
criminatory partiality that undermines the very 
foundations of economic life.

Indianapolis, Feb. 27—Nearly 
220 members of the staff.of the 
Indiana Unemployment Com­ 
pensation Division are attending 
training schools to learn bene­ 
fit claims procedu res, Clarence A. 
Jackson, director of the division, 
annou nced today.

This nu mber inclu des 104 mem­ 
bers of the staff of the Unem­ 
ployment Compensation section 
and 115 members of the staff of 
the Indiana' State Employment 
Service, a part of the Unemploy­ 
ment Compensation Division. 
“Benefits will be payable to 
workers in the State who have 
earned $10 after March 31, 1938, 
and then lose their jobs, provided 
they fu lfill all the other requ ire­ 
ments,” Mr{ Jackson said. “The 
other requ irements inclu de cer­ 
tain minimu m earnings du ring 
1937, a two-week waiting period, 
willingness and ability to work, 
and others. 
“By April I, qu alified claims 
depu ties will be stationed in all 
offices of the State Employment 
Service to handle the applica­ 
tions for benefits. In addition 
to ou r own depu ties, many of 
Martin Carpenter’s men in the 
State Employment Service are 
taking the training cou rse so 
that they will be equ ipped to co­ 
operate fu lly in handling the 
claims. 
“The Division cannot accept 
claims at the present time. No 
claim will be accepted u nless the 
individu al who flies it has earned 
$10 in employment su bject to the 
law after March 31.”
